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A LIST OF THE FUNGI OF THE MALAY PENINSULA. 

I. The object of th is L is I . 

The Flowering Plants of Malaya have already received con¬ 
siderable attention, partly From the fact that they are easy to study 
and rolleet owing to their size, and partly that they early assumed 
importance from their economic value. The results of these inves¬ 
tigations have been published from time to time, and a general view 
of the whole embodied iii the “ Materials for a Flora of the Malay 
Peninsula/’ k The Flora of the Malay Peninsula ” itself, which 
will provide the standard work on systematic Phanerogams, is now 
in the press. 

The remainder of the flora, consisting of the Ferns. Fern Allies. 
Mosses. Algae. Lichens and Fungi has not yet been considered in 
any co-ordinated work. With the investigation of this branch in 
view a special appointment was made to the Staff of the Botanic 
Gardens, Singapore, in 1!)14. hut owing to the war the post was not 
taken up till 11)11). Work was then immediately begun on the 
Fungi as thev were considered to he of most economic importance. 
The original intention was to publish " Materials ** from time to 
time, and not to bring out any gen cm 1 work until sufficient inves¬ 
tigations had been carried out for the production of a standard 
pii'hlieation. Owing to an unexpected change, of staff, however, and 
the )>■* that an interval will elapse before the post can again be 
filled, it was felt that the work of the past eighteen months ought 
to he co-ordinated and put on record rather than a risk he run of its 
being Inst and having to he done over again. 

Thi* present work is. therefore, a compilation only, and is a 
bringing-together of all the information to which access lias been 
obtained relating to the Fungi and Fungus literatim' of the Malay 
Peninsula. Time alone lias not permitted the extension of these 
investigations to tin* other (Vvptogams. 

In this enumeration no attempt has been made to discus- the 
merits of the various >peeies to which collections have been assigned, 
nor has it been possible, owing to the work having been carried out 
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in Singapore, to check tin- earlier determinations or to determine a 
considerable amount of the material that is available in the Botanic 
Gardens' Herbarium. It L unavoidable, therefore, that many 
specific names are quoted separately that are now established syno- 
nvm.\ as 1 1 K‘ oiih rooiirc.- >n the present ease was to enter each 
record, and leave amalgamations and reductions to a later work. 

■ Owing to tin* d,idienlt\ of keeping herbarium specimens in the 
tropics the collections made before lb 1*2 were sent to Kew. and only 
a small amount of named material, was accumulated, therefore, for 
comparison at Singapore. Cryptogamic works of reference were 
also few as it wa> not possible or advisable to purchase the standard 
works on this subject whirl) contain only the briefest and occasional 
reference's to the* fnmri of this country, and which are now at a 
very high price. As access to them is only possible in the large 
scientific libraries of Europe and America, the original intention 
was to delay any treatise on tin' whole of the Malayan Fungi until 
a visit to Europe should ('liable these shortcomings to be remedied. 

11. (hir knutrleilffi of Malagan Fungi. 

L ntil some few years ago our knowledge of tropical fungi was 
exceedingly small, and it was generally considered that the fleshy 
and more evanescent type- were hut poorly represented. This no 
doubt wa< due to tin* fact that collectors brought back to Europe 
only tilt' harder and more durable kinds as they were unable to at¬ 
tempt to presene Lie others. More recent researches show that 
these views were quite incorrect. Whilst the larger and harder 
fnug’ such as the Foly mraeeae are everywhere in evidence it is 
soon that there is an immense variety of the more perishable 
kinds w lose fructifications appear periodically and last but a few 
day<. The only wn\ these can be adequately recorded is by coloured 
sketches made from fresh material on the spot. An initial collec¬ 
tion of such drawings lias already been made at Singapore by De 
Alwis and Mrs. Burkill. and it is hoped that their publication will 
shortly he undertaken. 

The following paragraj hs give a general review of our present 
Knowledge of the groups of Malavau fungi. 

Work on tin* My\omyeete< is all recent. At the present 
moment Mr. A. I». Sanderson is preparing a monograph on the 
Malayan species and -iich as are cited in this work, therefore, are 
only those that arc represented at Singapore. In view of Mr. 
Sanderson's entenshe research it was felt hotter to leave tin* detailed 
account of them for his coming publication. The determinations 
wen* made by Miss Giilichnn Lister to whom our thanks are due, 
and at Kew. 

(hir knowledge of the IMiycomvcetes is at present very small, 
ent-irch owing to lack of imestimators in this branch. Tt is certain 
that these fungi arc abundant and also that they arc of considerable 
economic importance. a< the work already done on Bhytophthora. 
for instance, shows. At- the present moment there is but very little 
completed work to Ik* chronicled for this country. 
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Tin* Asenmycetcs ]uivc received rather more attention, but 
chiefly of recent years. Species of outstanding economic import- 
anee liave l)( j en dealt with individually by different Malayan myco¬ 
logists, but the largest additions to our collections are due to Pro¬ 
fessor <\ F. linker who served on the Stall' of the Ilotanie Gardens, 
Singapore, in the year 191 K 

The Bnsidiomveetes, o.\ee])t for the Agarieaeeae form far and 
away the hulk of our collections. Our earliest records are specimens 
collected by lleceari between and 18*9 apparently on his way 

to Sarawak, and hv the Tfev, Father Scortecliini in INSo. Kunstler, 
a collector of Sir Geo. King of Calcutta, was also one of the earlier 
collectors, whiKt a large number of all groups have been collected 
by Mr. I fid ley. The largest local fungus of which we have a record, 
belongs to this section and is a specimen of PoJvporus apphmatus, 
with a diameter of Id cm. and n thickness of Id cm. To Mr. C. 0. 
Lloyd onr thanks arc greatly due for his very kind assistance in 
determining tin* many specimens of the Bnsidiomveetes submitted 
to him. 

The majority of our collections of Agarieaeeae arc due to Mr. 
If. X. Kidlev and Mrs. BurkiH.- Ft is evident that they will prove 
to be as widely represented as any section of fungi when once the 
study of them can be carried out on the spot with fresh material. 

Our records of the Fungi Imperfeeti are again ehielly due to the 
collections of Prof. 0. F. Baker. The study of this section, many 
of Ihe species of which are of economic importance, has only been 
undertaken so far in individual eases, hut with the provision of 
laboratories and scientific apparatus now being made investigations 
should go fjuickly ahead. 

It is interesting to note the general habitats favoured by the 
various groups of fungi. The Myxomyeetes appear as saprophytes 
generally on dead wood and similar matter. The Phveomyectes, so 
far as our seantv knowledge goes at present, arc both parasitic and 
saprophytic, and provide the all-prevalent “ mildews A The As- 
eomycctes arc also both saprophytic and parasitic, and arc respon¬ 
sible for a good deal of damage (‘Specially on trees and woody 
plants. The 1 * lists and Smuts so far appear but poorly represented, 
possibly owing to tin* absence of any large tracts of land in this 
country under cereal crops. The Bnsidiomveetes with the exception 
of the Agarieaeeae and subsequent groups are nearly always to be 
found on a woody stratum, and although the fructifications appear 
most frequently on dead wood, it should by no means he taken that 
thev arc saprophytic. Indeed many of our worst diseases of the 
rubber plantations are due to this group. The Agarieaeeae, Fhal- 
hmeae, etc. are generally found on the ground. Tin* Fungi Imper¬ 
feeti, generally favour the same types of hosts as the Ascomveetes. 

Ill The jierserntf ion of Finiyi m (he Tropics. 

A word may hero he said on the preservation of herbarium 
specimens in the tropics as this has proved such a source of trouble 
in the past. It appears essential that when collecting fungi one 
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must be able to return to one’s ba.se every night. Specimens col¬ 
lected on one day's march cannot be preserved and carried on as in 
the case of dowering plants, with the exception of course of the 
hard woody kinds, as the characters must he worked out whilst 
they are fresh and the fructifications rarely last over twenty four 
hours. Fungi growing on leaves and of a similar nature can he 
put into an ordinary press, hut for all others it was found advisable 
to collect them in baskets, wrapping each collection loosely in a 
sheet of paper and placing them on top of each other in the baskets. 

On arrival at camp a certain number such as those of a leathery 
or fibrous nature may be sun dried, but the fleshy ones should be 
soaked in spirit for about five minutes. If they are fragile or it is 
essential to preserve their shape, and they are of a nature to allow 
this to he done, they may then he dried off in a press. Others such 
as thick or eaespitose specimens should he dried off gradually in a 
hot air oven and preserved in boxes. 

Before being put away all specimens must be poisoned, but the 
proportion of corrosive sublimate must not be such that it will form 
a deposit on the specimen and block the pores. In the herbarium 
cabinets balls of naphthalene should he placed on the shelves and in 
the boxes, and a little powdered naphthalene between the sheets. 

Even with all these precautions it has been found necessary to 
go over all the specimens even' two or three months and poison 
again where necessary. 

In dealing with the Agaricaceac the experiment was tried of 
obtaining the spore east on a glass slide, and so far this has proved 
very satisfactory. It enables the spores to be examined by reflected 
and transmitted light, and if the slides are kept in a slide cabinet 
thev are handy for future reference and comparison. It is neces¬ 
sary, however, from time to time to examine them and when any 
growth of mycelium is observed to wash the slide over with alcohol. 

IV. 7 h v /irrsen! irurk. 

The arrangement followed in the present compilation is that of 
Engler’s “ Die Pfianzenfamilien/’ except in the ease of the My- 
xomyeetes where Arthur Lister’s arrangement has been adopted. 
Species an* arranged alphabetically. The area dealt with includes 
the Straits Settlements, and the Federated and neighbouring Malay 
States. 

The only works of reference cited in the text are those of 
Malayan publications wlrch are available for local consultation. It 
was considered (piite m necessary to burden the work with com¬ 
plete list- of references 1 v citations from European and world-wide 
standard works, the idea being to frame the pamphlet on the type 
of a local Horn. 

In the bibliography at the end the works quoted are those re¬ 
ferring especially to Malayan Fungi. It is interesting to note that, 
apart from lists of determinations of collections such as those 
published by M. ('. Tookc in Orevillea, there is, so far as can be 
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found, only one previous attempt to list Malayan Fungi. This was 
by Bancroft, in 1913, where (in the Agric. Bull. F. II. S. i. p. ’T59) 
he gives a, a Fist of Fungi identified in the Federated Malay States, 
with notes on their occurrence/' One hundred and five species are 
mentioned, including Cooke’s list of determinations of the collec¬ 
tions forwarded by Sir George King. Later in the same year 
Sharpies published k * Additions to the Myeologic Flora of Malaya/' 
(Agric. Bull. F. M. S. ii. p. S3.), where he lists five more species. 
Xo attempt has been made to add up the number of speeies men¬ 
tioned in the present work, as many synonyms are evident, and the 
early determinations need cheeking. 

In the accompanying enumeration the specimens numbered 
above 4000 have been collected by the staff of the Botanic Gardens, 
Singapore since the special appointment, mentioned on p. 311, was 
taken up. "Professor Baker's collections and those of other in¬ 
dividuals can he ascertained from the collector’s name given. 

The work of the Mycologists of the Agricultural Department, 
F. M. S., and those independently engaged in this work in the 
country is evident from the copious quotations, throughout the 
accompanying pages. It is hoped that this present compilation 
will he of assistance to local mycologists engaged upon the biology 
of fungi that from time to time assume predominant economic im¬ 
portance, as well as to future workers on the systematic study of 
Malayan fungi. 

Acknowledgement must he made of the copious notes made by 
Mr. Ridley during his long sojourn in Malay and which he has very 
kindly allowed to he incorporated in this work. 

Thanks are due also to the Director of the Royal Botanic 
Gardens, Kcw, and Miss Wakefield, for their welcome assistance in 
determining specimens and supplying information on many difficult 
points. 

I am greatly indebted to Mr. I. 11. Burkill, Director of the 
Botanic Gardens, Singapore, for the many facilities and assistance 
he has given me in the course of my investigations.
